B. Jesus' Eyes Were Set On The Person 
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1) ...ail sinners. Romans 3:23 For all have sinned, and come 
short of the glory of God; There is no difference, yet there 
is a difference. I believe this account of the impotent man 
brings these differences to light and I'd like for you to see 
them. 

2) ...some stand in their sins. Because of their up bringing 
they do not sink to the depths of depravity that others 
do. Some sin in their sins, relaxing in their iniquity. Their 
conscience doesn't bother them any more. Yet others lay 
down and roll around in their sin, nothing is to wicked 
and vile for them. 

3) Acts 4:12 Neither is there salvation in any other: for 
there is none other name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must be saved. 
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1) Romans 6:23 For the wages of sirr is death; but the gift of 
God is eternal life through Jesus Christ our Lord. 

2) James 2:10 For whosoever shall keep the whole law, and 
yet offend in one point, he is guilty of all. 

3) ...comes crashing down on you. 

4) ...pain of the depths of sin that others in this room have 
suffered. Maybe we have others here this morning that 
can testify to the suffering of being "now a long time in 
that case. You bare the marks and scars of sin. Will you go 
right on living in that condition until you die? Jesus said in 
John 8:24 ...ye shall die in your sins: for if ye believe not 
that I am he, ye shall die in your sins." How tragic to live 
this life suffering the pain and guilt of sin only to die and 
arrive in Hell a place of eternal suffering. Oh come to 
Jesus! 


5) Romans 3:11 There is none that understandeth, there is 
none that seeketh after God. 

6) ..with out the aid of the Spirit of God which "reprove the 
world of sin, and of righteousness, and of judgment:" 
(John 16:8) God is not willing that any perish, so in 
varying degrees and ways his Sprit bid's men and women, 
boys and girls to seek His. 
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1) ...some later in life find Him in those healing waters. Yet 
others, are stirred from time to time, but lie and languish 
in their lost condition, seemingly to lose hope. Isaiah 55:6 
Seek ye the LORD while he may be found, call ye upon 
him while he is near: Jeremiah 29:13 And ye shall seek 
me, and find me, when ye shall search for me with all 
your heart. As Jesus came to this pool and found this 
man, so is he seeking out your heart, calling you unto 
salvation. 

2) Hebrews 4:13 Neither is there any creature that is not 
manifest in his sight: but all things are naked and opened 
unto the eyes of him with whom we have to do.
